RENEW BELFAST RIOTING 


BELFAST, Aine: 26.—[By the Ageo- 
cia Press.}——Rioting was renewed 
tonignt in the Falls district of West 
Belfast, the scene of the deadliest 
fighting in the July disturbances. 

It started with revolver fighting near 
the Kashmir road of evil memories. 
Albert street, in the Falls area, sit- 
uated in the populous mill locality, 
mainly inhabited by Nationalists, be- 
came the new storm center. 

Armored Car Among Rioters. 

During the trouble an armored car 
appeared and fired on the rioters, a 
number of whom were taken to hos- 
pitals suffering from machine gun 
wounds. Crowds of shipyard workers 
appeared from the side streets, waving | 
Union Jacks. 

The military was heartily cheered, as 
was a section of the fire brigade which 
was summoned for an incendiary fire 
started at the foot of Seaford street. 


Extend Riot Zone. 


Af 8 o'clock the riots had extended 
to or road, a long thorough- 
fare running from the heart of the 
city to the falls, where two spirits 
stores were looted. The military was 
obliged. to disperse the rioters. 

Rioting of the fiercest nature began 
at the city end of Ballymacarett 
about 6 o’clock this evening, in Vulcan 
street and immediate vicinity. Many 
were injured among the rival factions. 
Later the trouble extended to New- 
tonards, thirteen miles from Belfast, 
involving the shipyard workers. 

“ Belfast could be no worse.” This 
was the description given by high 
police officials of the conditions ‘n 
Relfast tonight. 

The outbreak tonight follows a clash 
this afternoon when the military 
found it necessary to fire on a crowd. 
The casualties, if any, are not yet 
known. This rioting occured in Clon- 
allon street, East Belfast.

Thomp- 
son might begin with Col. Sanborn, whose record of 
continuous self-sacrificing service to the state and 
nation has few equals in Illinois. eae 

This old commander of the old First infantry 
gave a conspicuous exhibition of courage and devo- 
tion in the war. He had given a large part of his 
life to national guard duties. Late in life he was 
still in service and still fit to command his men and 
he did command them through the battles in which 
the regiment acquitted itself with honor to the na- 
tional guard organization. 

Nothing but the highest sort of patriotism put 
Col. Sanborn in action at his time of life and noth- 
ing but the most painstaking effort had made him 
fit to have a command. The state was proud of 
him then, but Thompson now implies that after 
such a record of service the colonel is the means 
by which injustice is done the people of Illinois 
and immunity from proper taxation granted cor- 
porations.

Dr. Bernard Fantus says a 
number of years ago he read of Dr.

It con- 
sisted of 15 grains of salicylate of soda 
and 30 graina of bromide of potash. 
If it is preferred to make this into an 
effervescent combination, then put s0o- 
dium salicylate 90, bromide of potash 
180, and bicarbonate of soda 180, into six 
blue powders, and 162 of tartaric acid 
into six white ones. Any one accus- 
tomed to taking seidlits powders knows 
how to work the combination.

Most ml- 
beg subjects know when an attack 
is impending. They notice that when 
they are nervous and irritable before 
going to sleep they are due for an attack 
in the morning; or that they wake up 
drowsy in the morning with a feeling of 
weight in the head; or they notice that 
their vision is blurred, or they can 
scarcely see; or there are flashes of light 
before the eyes.
